How the Drug Is Futracted From
the Wond of the Tree.

The cnmphor lnurel, from which the
groater part of the enmphor of coin-
meree [s produced, s a wative of
Chinn, Joapan, Formosa and Cochin-
Chinn. It 18 a hardy, long lved tree
and sometimes grows (o a great slae,

¢ has  evergreen leaves, yellowish
white flowers In panicles amd I8 a
very orpamental tree, the trunk run-
nibg up to n helght of twenty or
thirty feet beford branching. The
frult ta very much ke a bluck enr-
rant, \

Inn the extraction of camphor the
wood I8 first cut Into small chips, and
the ehips are put luto water In n still
afd steamed, The hend of the still 1s
filled with straw, aud as the steam
earries off the cumphor In vapor It
Is deposited In lttle grains around the
Blrnw,

The erude cnmphor s then heated
In n veksel, from which the steam is
allowed to esenpe through o small
aperture. The caomphor sublimes In a
semitransparent eake. In the man-
ufacture of camphor the tree s nee-
esufirily destroyed, but by a rigid law
of the lands In which the tree grows
another Is planted in the place of every
one that I8 ecut down. The wood la
highly valued for earpenter’s work.

Camplior was unknown to  the
Greeks and Romans and wuas first
brought to Europe by the Arabs.
